The following letter from 
Mrs. M. Berhman, secretary of the 
l society, tells a little about what is 
accomplished by the society of which 
j Robert Mitchell of Sierra Madre is 
i vice president: 

Though the County Tuberculosis 
association has just been organized 
one vear. it has already accomplished 
some splendid things in its winning 
1 fight against the so-called “White 
Flague.” A central tuberculosis clin¬ 
ic, connected with the Boyle Ave. 
general clinic and affiliuled with the 
White Memorial Hospital, has been 
established. 

All Races Treated 

Dr. Gladys Fatric Shohovitch, a 
well known authority on tuberculosis, 
having had much experience in 
France and Jugo-Slavia, is chief 
clinician and is devoting much time 
to the examination and instruction 
of the many patients who flock to 
! the clinic doors for assistance. All 
nationalities and religions are ac¬ 
cepted. So many have applied for 
examination that the chief nurse 'J 
must keep a long waiting list. The 
patients ure coining into this clinic 
from ull over the county though it is 
to be heoped that similar clinics may 
be permanently established in other 
communities where particularly ei 
needed.

One very interesting case visited ^ 
by the clinic nurse, showing the tu 
splendid constructive work being 50 
done, lives in Winter Gardens. Here 0 f 
she found a family of ten living in p| 
two small tents placed upon the bare p r 
ground. The mother is in the Coun- 
ty hospital afflicted with advanced 
tuberculosis. The father, a hard- ^ ■ 
working man but with no training, m 
has been trying to feed the nine v; L 
hungry and malnourished children ^ 
and make payments on a lot where (1 
he hopes some day to build a home. 

Saving a Family 

Because the father has never be¬ 
fore needed to accept help, lie looked 
with suspicion upon the social serv¬ 
ice worker and clinic nurse. But be¬ 
fore long they helped him solve his 
problems and proved to him they 
were his friends. Now through their jy 
efforts the man has secured a more U)1 
remunerative position, the local' tj { 
Chamber of Commerce has pledged nu 
to assist him build a home on his 
lot; three quarts of milk are being t 0 
given them at cost each day; the m ,

When the formal ballot was then 
taken, Trustee Sparks received three 
votes. Trustee Mitchell then moved 
i to make the vote unanimous and Mr. 
Sparks was installed as chairman. 

Trustee Mitchell then announced 
that as he felt that he was entitled 
to the courtesy of the chairmanship 
which he had held for six years he 
did not care to serve longer and 
would resign. Going over to the 
city clerk’s desk, he started to write 
his resignation but before it was 
placed in the hands of the clerk the 
other members of the board ad¬ 
journed the meeting. 

The resignation of Trustee Mitchell 
ends one of tho longest periods of 
service in the history of the city. He 
has served as trustee and chairman 
of the board since April, 1918. 
Only one other man has served 
longer. C. W. Jones served 
as chairman of the board from the 
incorporation of the city in 1907 un¬ 
til his resignation in 1914. 

Mr. Mitchell has given generously 
of his time and energy to munieipul 
business, taking the initiative in 
numerous important activities. While 
there have been a number of sharp 
controversies in that period, there 
have been no more than in most cit¬ 
ies, and Mr. Mitchell has retained 
the good will of a large number of 
people, even including many who 
have opposed him at one time or 
another.
